Confident of Safety 

Fears were expressed yesterday that 
the amphibian had been forced down 
in the wooded wils of northern Que- 
Quebec by storms which are known to 
have crossed its path, but Tribune of- 
ficials promptly repudiated reports 
from Cleveland that another amphib- 
jan had been rented there to search 
for the “Untin Bowler.”

TAKING THE LONG VIEW 

The taxpayers of Regina a few days 
ago endorsed nine money bylaws, covering 
an aggregate expenditure of more than a 


million dollars. This in addition to the 
outlay for street improvement, for which 
authorization was secured some time ago, 
The new bylaws provide for permanent 
street railway construction, for increas- 
ing the city’s water supply, for extending 
the sewerage system, adding to the 


hospital accommodation, and erecting and 
enlarging school buildings. 

Regina taxpayers are evidently taking 
the long view of city development, and re- 
fusing to display panic because the crop 
outlook is less rosy than in some former 
years. That is the correct view. The west 
is growing. It will continue to grow. One 
season of indifferent crops will not stop 
the spread of settlement nor seriousiy 
retard the increase in wealth-production. 
The course of wisdom for every western 
city is to keep working steadily, year in 
and year out, on a sane policy of improve- 
ments and extension of civic services and 
facilities. 


SOME RAILWAY QUESTIONS 


Sir Henry Thor nton is to visit Edmon- 
ton. The city council will no doubt take the 
opportunity to discuss with the head of 
the National Railways several matters of 
mutual concern. The subway on 97th 
street is due to be put in next year, and 
if there are any further arrangements to 
be made in connection with that under- 
taking they should be made at the confer- 
ence.

Should Teach Culture 


As Well as Nursing |

Scope of Nurses Too Nar 
row Says ‘Voronto Wo- 
man Doctor

MONTREAL, July 8—Every effort | 
should be made to see that schools of 
training for nurses geauinely function 
as the nurse's alma mater, so that | 
when she graduates she will not only | 
but a better and 
more cultured woman, said Dr, BE, & 
Ryerson, secretary of the faculty of 
medicine, University of Toronto, ad- 
dressing the nursing education section 
of the sixth triennial congress of the 
International Council of Nurses today 

“The extra-curricular development 
of the nurse during the period she is 
in training is deserving of careful 
thought and consideration,” Dr.) 
Ryerson said, “At this time she is not; 
only learning to be a nurse but also 
is maturing as an individual member 
of society. A recent survey made by 
the Commission on Medical Education } 
gave the replies of a large number of 
doctors with reasons for success in | 
practice, The reason most commonly 
given was character, followed by per- 
sonality and industry. It was interest- 
ing to find that knowledge ranked 
about fourth or fifth, indicating that 
individuality counts as much or more 
for success as the knowledge that one 
Nappens to possess. The inherent 
qualities that a nurse has as the re- 
sult of her birth, up-bringing and 
school education, develop still further 
during her course of training. Oppor- 
tunities should be provided for this 
development to take place by supply- 
ing facilities for reading the literature 
of the day, for taking part in sports 
and for the enrichment of her life in 
its moral and spiritual aspects. 

“Not infrequently, those training for 
nurses are away for the first time 
from their homes and parental control 
and supervision, so the school become
